Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Regarding the Davis reference, applicant states 
"since the Davis et al. speaker is already secured to the sun visor 10 without the fixing material having to cover the frame, one skilled in 
the art would not be motivated to increase the area of the fixing material of Davis et aL In contrast to applicant's assertions, one skilled 
in the art would increase the area of the fixing material since the larger the area of the fixing material, the more secured between the sun 
visor and the speaker system. The speaker system has less chance to fall off the sun visor. Furthermore, the piezoelectric element 28 
and its entirety (which includes its edges) are supported by the frame 26. Szilagyi et al teaches a curvature piezoelectric speaker for use 
with a bicycle helmet. The radius of 210-360mm (21cm -36cm) is the size of an average human head. Therefore, the curvature 
piezoelectric speaker that is attached to the bicycle helmet would have the radius of 21cm-36cm. 
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
